The secret 
lies in his own personal character, ir 
the man's heart as wfll as his briun 
There is in his. acting a charui which i 
is not easy to define, a spell ol rich, deep 
earnestness, of purity, «™1 of 
sweet 


•good will to all mankind," which loaves 
S glow of Idudly warmth, and melts tb» 
•mere individual into harmony with tl 
noble thoughts and notions 01 the ideal 
he seeks to embody. His heroes arc 
but phases of his own character, more 
or-less distinctly figured, and live and 
move. Tliev are not the sriff-jomteti 
mechanical shells, made up of ingenuity, 
«ffi3ct, tradition, and discernment. Thej 
are living beings with hearts and p-nlses, 
•rietirns of passion, or superb men rising 
above weakness, *aA elevating nil with 
whom they come in contact. 


His fine athletic fignre, his ruddy man 


hood, to which sickness is a stranger, 
Ilia graceful carriage and firm yet easy 
poise, theexhuberauceof his movements, 
iis fine bead, the li-aes of his firm, clear- 
cut face, telling of sincerity, loyalty, and

siniilated, And whose blemishes he conic 
not fail to observe. The groveling iuflu 
ences of a profession in which all is no 
pure or heroic have had little eft'ectuf on 
him and his strong heart and modest bear 
ing attract toward hinvall who come in hi 
way, and "grapple them to his soul wicl 
hooks of steel."

There are some narrow minds on vvliorr 
success iu others works like poison, nn 
to thaw wLo .hiixe never felt the inlti 
ence aJ his presence it is no difficu. 
task to attribute Ms position to his mer 
jtcrsonol qualities. But there is no legit 
iaate parentage for snch a fancy. T Her 
never, was n more patient student, tha 
he. 
There is scarcely a charade 


in the range of the modern drama, fron 
the lowest upwards, in whii.-h.he has no 
exploited with varying success. It i 
study which has developed his technitju 
to what it is; aud .he is continually im 
proving. The miner parts which h 
played in the past were studied wit; 
•ach' care tliat au hour will recall thei 
to his mind »s fresh and perfect as the 
«ver were. A'nd-herei-n lies one elemen 
of his success. His capacity 'Las e: 
nanded with what ho studied, and lie 
constantly adding new experience to h. 
rich store. What we call genius is mos 
apt to be a fuller ripening by experiene 
and by study -than the world usual! 
discloses, and, ceen in its full blocon, i 
is mistaken tos often for a God-^ive 
perfection—f, realization 
of 1'tlla

•whereac.it is as sure a .'development a 
tha traditional-oftfe from its insigmticsm 
acorn. McCullougk's growth is a thb 
of modern times;'it has 'been wntohe 
.eagerly. Since he traveled wilh Forra 
lie hns li»ed and prospered and studiac 
on the Pacific coast, aud, from a good 
actor, has grown imperceptibly at home, 
by gigantic strides as measured abroad, 
to be a great cue.—Chicago Tribune.

'Kiey will be 
required tomemorizslhe table of weights 
when they h&v<s no conception of the rel- 


ive lightness or heaviness of objects 
hen they can not tell the difference be- 
vwu aiiounceanda pound. In inni.y 
chools they are compelled to pour over 
heir text books in botany, trying to re- 
nember which parts of tie flower are 
filled pistils, stamens, corolla, orpeaim- 
le, and know as much about the matter 
fterthey have commited the lesson to 
memory ns they do of the man in the 
moon.

Tori-City. Aster's wealth is nminly in 
real estate anditsrevemies; Vandcrbilt a 
is mainly in railway stocks and their 
dividends; Stewart's in goods, houses, 
•tores, factories, land and stocks. The 
aggregate wealth of each one of them is 
tnrDDosed to be somewhere between $75,- 
ODO 000 *nd §100,000,000, -which looks 
rather he»vy. Nobody knows exactly: 
they cannot tell themselves within a 
Billion or two. 
Those who know most 


about their affairs put the figures high- 
Act, and they say that the income tax re- 
tun of a few years ago, which showed 
each of them to be worth between twen- 
ty aud thirty millions, gave no proper 
idea of their real wealth. Astor lives 
unostentatiously; Vanderbilt lives in a 
three-story brick house on a third-class 
•treet; and Stewart lives in a marble pal- 
ace on Fifth nvemie more magnificent 
(ban auy other residence on the Ameri- 
can continent and equaled by few in 
any of the great cities of Europe. Astor 
and Vanderbilt are New Yorkers by 
Jrnith; Stewart is a native of the north 
of Ireland. 
Astor is a large heavy man 


Of 70, vith strong features and a rubi- 
cund ft.ce like a parchment, and gives 
ihe impression of being hard up; Van- 
derbilt has children to whom he can 
leave his fortune: but Stewart is child- 
less. Astor's public benefactions arc 
confined to something; like a couple of 
hrmclrecl thousand dollar.-:, which he 
gavo to the Astor Library, and the two 
golden candlesticks, uino feet high, 
•which he recently gavo to the Trinity 
Church. 
Vaiicerbilt ha$ never_ made 


any public benefactions, excepting a 
steamship to the Government during 
the war, till very recently, when ho give 
amillion for educational purposes—one- 
half of this sum to found a university 
in Tennessee, and the other half to an- 
other educational institution. 
Stewart 


has always had the reputation of being 
dose-fisted; but he must be .credited 
with his million-dollar "Home 
for 


Women," which will be completed next 
year. Astor is an independent Metho- 
dist, and Stewarl is, said to be inclined 
•to thinking for himself. 
Stewart is a 


icholarly man; Vanderbittisnot; Astor 
is an accomplished man of the world.
